Youni^ Xadics Victims uK u 
Druggist's Fatal Mistake. 

■(New York Ilera'.d.) 

One human life was sacrificetl, two 
hover on the verge oE death, two lioiiiea 
are plunged in grief and Ilobolcen's 
beat society circles liavei sustained a 
severe sjjock, and all because a drug- 
gist blundered. A handsome and spaci- 
ous, brown stonu residnce in the centre 
of' a well kept lawn stands in Hudson 
street, near Eighth street Hoboken. It 
is the home of Charles F. Holz, a mil- 
lionaire wine merchant. Tlii.s iuxuriouH 
dwelling is the house of niourning. Tin; 
family consisted of Mr. Holtz, his wife 
and four children — Qretchen, Ella, Ma 
tilda and Willie. Gretchen was the eld- 
est. She was an educated, vi\'acious 
girl, of nineteen years, petite hut ayin- 
inetrical figure,| regular features, dark 
brown eyes and brown hair. Slie was 
popular, and although surrounded by a 
host of suitors, she gave the preference 
to young Dr. August Loewentlial, a 
neighbor of the IIolz family. They were 
to have been married this winter. Miss 
Holz has been ill for some time. Her 
symptoms were those of inaluria. She, 
with, her sister Ella, a pretty blonde of 
sixteen years, visited the Catskills. 

BUFFEaiNQ FHOU ^AIiARIA. 

A week ago they returned both suf- 
fering from malaria fever. Dr Loewen- 
thal, who attended them on Sunday 
night, suggested that Dr. Oonrad, of 
this city, be summoned to consult with 
him. When Dr. Oonrad arrivtd he pre- 
scribed fort)'-tive graiua of quinine to 
be divided into faur powders, one to be 
administered to the patients before re- 
tiring. Young Dr. Loewenthal filled 
out the i)reseri[)lion, and visited the 
drug store of Oharles G. and Am Eud, 
at the corner of Seventh and Washing- 
ton streets. Am Ende has acquired the 
reptttation of being a skiilfuL.dcuggist 
and chemist. He was in charge of his 
place when Dr. Loewenthal called and 
yeighed the drug. The doctor adminis- 
terecl a powdpr to each of tlie si.ster.^ 
fipd ejp'feesipg the hope the iiiadiciiie 
would give tbeifl relief bade them good 
night about ten o'clock Sunduj night, 
Three hours later Ella, the younger 
sister, began to complain of oramps and 
jjausea, A few minutes later she lapsed 
into unconsciousnesB, 

Dr. Loewenthal was hastly sutn- 
moned, Tho eyraptoms were uniiiia- 
takeably those of poinoning. Ho called 
Dr.^Kudlich, sr., who at once pronounc- 
ed tiip.^case one of morphine poisoning. 
Tbe doctors declared the druggist had 
erred in preparing tlio prcnicription. So 
strong was thejaith of Mr. Holz in the 
apothecary that )»e would not credit 
the doctor's opinion, and declared his 
daughter's condition arose from some 
singular action of the quinine upon 
the system. The physiciana were posi- 
tive, and Dr. Loowenthal brougbc the 
druggist to the house. Morpliiiie arid 
quinine closely re^emblo each other; 
both are white, pulpy substances. The 
druggist glanced at the powder for a 
moment, and seemingly confident that 
be had not made a mistake, said, "I 
guess it's quinir»e." Ho touchjd it with 
his tongue and in anj-instanrthe" -color 
left his face aiid he trembled like an 
RSjion leaf as he turned and with an 
imploring look hoarsely whispered: 

"I've made a mistake; it's mor])bine." 

He reeled, and like a dazed man 
moved... to.wardjlhe^ door and tottered 
dowiiJlvei8tei)8.^'rn' a' moment messen- 
gers were despatched for medical help, 
flnil a few minutfea later Dr. Kudlich, 
.Jr.'; pr, ^^o4wj5'nt>^L .^Sr,ilDf ^^^^^ 
(^rah^, D,r. fisher an^ X]r. Uonyad had 
ajrrived. 

JNTO INSENSIBILITY. 

At this time ' .Gretcheti I'lad sljown 
no symptoms of haying partpkeu of 
t|ie '^tal flrp^' lA?'^','^' P^^' "t^t? ^ "Sipisl 



tered' lo'' neu'traTjze the effects''"of' the' 
morphia. Three of tho physicians la- 
bored with her, while the other.s did 
their utmost to destroy theiniluence of 
the (loiaon in the younger girl. Young 
Dr. Loewenthal was completely pros- 
trated , by , the. s^d affair. He knew, thatl 
his^betr'othed aiid' her sister had 'taken 
enough of the drug to cause death, and 
he had to be assisted to his home. Tho 
elder sister, despite the efl'orts of tho 
physiciiiiifl, s.'iiik into insensibility at 4: 
o'clock. At six she revived and there 
■was a gleani' of hope. Half an hour 
later she -agairV relapsed, and at seven 
o'clock died. Her sister Ella, who was 
tirst stricken, lingered in the cima 
through the day and was alive last 
ovaiiiug, but the i)hysicians entertained 
no hope of her recovery. Young Dr. 
Loewenthali was.;in a critical condition 
yesterday. He was under medical treat- 
ment and his friend.s feared he would 
not recover the shook. He could hot 
bo .seen, neither could the parents of 
tli(i dead girl, who were; cri^zed with 
grief. The police authorities did not 
learn of the siiU aft'air until several 
hours after the death of Mi.ss Holz. An 
otTicer's curiosity was aroused by the 
unusual commotion at the house and 
he questioned one of the servants. He 
was instructed to seek Am Ende, the 
druggist. The oOicer called at the store, 
and the clerk, Henry Frank, intimated 
that hit) eiJii)loyer had iled. 

pTHE'DpcayiST TAKES POISON, 

He' stated "ho had not seen ■ his em- 

jiloyer during the morning ami refu.sed [ 
to surrender the i)rescription. Detective 
Gallagher subsequently visited the 
place and the olerk admitted that Am 
Ende had appropriated the prescrip- 
tion, but'liad entered in the registry 
the fact that a [irescription for forty- 
five gi'aina of quinine in the four pow- 
ders had Ix'fiu tilled forDr. Ijoewenthal, 
County Physician C'onvei'se called early 
in the afternoon at tho drug store and 
the clerk confos.sed that Am Ende was 
ill his room over the store. The county 
physician repaired to the recorder's 
court and entered a formal complaint 
of inniislaugliter against Am Ende. 
Detective Gallagher was directed to 
arrest the druggist, who wanted the 
oHicer to procure a carriage. The drug- 
gist was left with a friend, Heinrich 
Steruburg. Scarcely had the detectives 
reached the foot of the stairs when Mr. 
Steruburg called him back to tell him 
his prisoner had swallowed poison. The 
druggist had tukim a fatal dose of 
atropin. Pliyaicians were called and ad- 
ministered antidotes, but they ap- 
parently had little effect, as the drug- 
gist was said to be in a dying condition 
last night. Am Ende is forty years 
old and is unmarried.- ~ v '

AXJlvUKllSLE CRIME. 

A Convict Wilufss at Ciiicago 
Fed Willi Calic Doctored with 
iflorir Iliac. 

CmCAOO, Sept. 10. — Quite a sensa- 
tion has been caused hero by an at- 
tempt to poison one of the prisoner.s in 
the county jail, supposabiy by parties 
against whom he was sliortly to ap- 
pear as a witness. "William Murray, an 
old time burglar, scarcely a month out 
of the penitentiary, was recently ar- 
rested for making a haul of watches 
from the jewelry store of Giles Bros, 
it Elias Morris. Ho told the police 
that D. J. AiidrewH, a Jewish pawn- 
broker, had been the fence for all his 
stolen property, and had planned the 
raid "on Giles' Bros., besides being in 
league with a large gang of other 
thieves. The oilicers decended op An- 
drews' place and found §1,000 wqrth 
of stplen property. Still Aiidrews ag- 
co|inte(.l for it ifi a scetningly plausible 
imuiiier, apd the only witiie.ss against 
In'iii w(is Murray. He was, however, 
indicted aud his trial was to have 
taken place to morrow. Yesterday a 
young Jew called at the jail with a 
pound cake which he said was for Mur- 
ray, from his friends. Murray did not 
eat it until last night, and tho watch- 
man passing soon after found him in a 
stupor.' -A ^p)iybician summoned 
who pronounced it morphine poisoning, 
and pieces of the cake left showed that 
it had been heavily doctored with the 
drug. The prisoner struggled through 
the night and i.s still alive, but danger- 
ous. Early this morning a Jewish wo- 
man called at a lawyer's oriice near 
the jail, and appearing greatly agitated 
requested him to ascertain if there 
were a prisoner there named William 
Murray. The lawyer called and three 
oflicers returned with him, but the .vo- 
man could not be found, the otTice boy 
saying that as soon as she caught sight 
of the police she made her escape. It is 
supposed her question was simply an- 
other way of asking wheather he was 
dead or not; Andrews is under arrest.'

Referring to the interview with Mr. J. 
*Jr Moylan, inspector of ponitontiaries for 
the Dominion, which appeared'in Sunday 
morning'a issuo, we would urge upiia the 
Dpinipion authorities the urgent and ini- 
'sfledlate'kieceasity for increased acoomo- 
dstib'n'afr the Kew Weatminator peniten- 
tiary .•s'^-The-populaiion of the province 
^^aa^^^e^^greatly, aMea fcp d^qring the.pasti 
aaVbral' years.' ' Willi'it also has comb an. 
increase of the criminal class, and there is 
more than a probability tliat tlie coming; 
aasizes will furnish inmatoa to the peni- 
tentiary that will place it in an overcruwd- 
•ed'conaitidn;-' - We liaarn thftt in Victoria 
alone^th'ere are' thirty't-tcomniitments, not 
ttfTnfeli'fitffi tWB^Ji^e,',',]apmbor that aro 
awaiting triafon'ttie mainland, chiefly at 
'Kamloops. In the event of these addi- 
tions being made wo would suggest'to the 
government that it would be decidedly in 
the interest of the institution and the 
public to have tha prison buildings proper 
placed on the summit of the tablo-laud, a 
site well and naturally adapted for the 
purpose, affording every fiicility for drain- 
age, etc. This would admit of the pres- 
ent buildinp; being devoted tu useful pur- 
poses — chapels, liospital, school, etc. — ■ 
which are urgently required. Wo under- 
iitand that tha two now winija in the St. 
Vincent de 'Paul penitentiary in Quebec 
province contains eaoh 132 ceils. The 
addition of two aueli wings would afford 
ample accomodation for years to come for 
the steadily growing number of convicts 
in this proviucu, and if built radiating 
from a central rotunda would afford every 
opportunity to officers having a full view 
uf (he cells and the movements of the 
prisoners. > Anyone visiting the peniten- 
tiary at the present time may rondily see 
the crowded state of the chapels and realize 
the neceaaity for better accominodatioi) in 
this respect. The fact that sick patients 
and the four conviotsi who are insane must 
be treated in and confined tq the cells, is 
the strongest proof we can adduce of the 
necessity for a hc:pitsl. It would of 
course be preferable that this should be 
detached; but a portion of the present 
building might be devoted to thia object. 
We would also urge upon thorainiator of 
public works the desirability of inBtruct- 
ing his agent in this province to have the 
old government building coiivertyd into a 
suitable residence for the warden . The 
ruinous condition of the building and ne- 
glected state of the grounds have been 
previously adverted to. This tine jjublic 
'property could easily bo restored to a 
proper staterof^repair. by the labor of the 
oonvictiVn'd its'valub thereby would be 
greatly enhanced. Wo underataiul that 
the material of the old £iOveniini.-nt houso 
could bo utilized in builditig tlie warden's 
residence, and that the actual money out- 
lay would be comparatively trilling. It 
is due to the warden and his deputy to 
provide them with quarters at any rate 
nearly as good aa those furnished to the 
wardens of priaona in the other provinces. 
Another matter that we would call the 
government's attention to ia the fact that 
a considerable addition to the puiiitontiary 
acreage already under cultivation can be 
aecured by fencing in the land lying be- 
tween the grounds (jf the asylum and 
those of the penitentiary. In tho large 
ravine which intervenoa about thirty acres 
of excellent land could be acquired. Tho 
coat of feiioing would bo about §3000, and 
the workregmred to fence >nd brini^\^^the 
land to *a 'state of cultiVat'ion wo'ufa'give 
employment to convicts for years to come. 
The deputy-warden, Mr. Fitzainimone, 
■who has had special charge of tho previous 
iraprovaraenta, and under whose active 
and able superintendence the present 
groimds have assumed their fine condition 
m gdarantee 'that if-the land referred to 
was added "to the- penitentiary farm it 
would be soon rendered fertile and prof- 
itable. But the main point that should 
be urged upon the federal authorities is 
the pressing need of increased prison ac- 
commodation and it is hoped that stepa 
will at once be taken to furniah the re- 
^Uisit'e'meansr 



I certainly cannot deny that there is a 
caao Eutlicient to justify an^ important 
change iu the character of ihetlibuse of 
lords, but I trust a reasonable share of 
power may be allowed, under wise condi- 
tions, to the principle of birth. 

Concluding, he says: "JMuch of what 
I have written refers to the future, which, 
according to all expectations, lies beyond 
my reach." He signs Jiiiuself ,: "^uur 
Obedient find Obliged Servant." 

GUTTER LITERATURE. 

A project of tho ^Pall Mall Gazette to 
get material to supplement its recent ex- 
posures of immorality has been diacovored 
by an accident. A bundle of pupera be- 
loni-ing toj Mr, Stead, the editor of the 
Gazette, WM " recently picked up in the 
Strand. Tho finder examined the papers 
and found among them a curious docu- 
ment which ho has made public. It is 
a oopy-of a contract made between Mr. 
Stead and an Anglo-Gorman detective 
nained iTrelinghanzen. l^ho ^ detective^ 
bihai^fiitnaelf to makb aroy&'disfviait^fo j 
tho houses of ill fame in the'bh'ief cities 
of the continent, to privately interview all 
English girls found therein, and to ob- 
tain from them tho history of their ante- 
cedents, and especially tho circumstances 
under which they were persuaded or en- 
trapped into leaving England. The con- 
tract names a liberal monthly salary which 
tho detective is to receive, and he is also 
to bo paid for all oxpensoa, of whatever 
kind, incurred in making the enquiries. 
The publication of this contract has re- 
sulted in a demand by almost tho whole 
press of London that the government shall 
interfere to prevent . another flood of , ob- 
scenitiea. 



A FRANCHISE ACT BLUNDER. 

It appears that under a stupidity word- 
ed, or else an adroitly worded, section of 
the British Franchise Act the number of 
new voters will be reduced from tho ex- 
pected two million and a half to about a 
million in the coming election. Judges 
on tlie subject claim that not more than 
500,000 now names will ultimately appear 
on the now lists. Tho section referred t^o 
prohibits peraona who lodge on the pro- 
mises of their employers from registering. 
This affects thousands of clerks. Among 
the classes excluded from registration are 
resident managers and attendants of all 
asylums. About six per cent, of the ap- 
plicants for registration are refused votes 
on account of technicalitiea.

. MB. GLADSTONE'S MANIFESTO. 

■ Thia important electioneering pamphlet 
which failed to reach us by telegraph has 
come through by mail. It consists of 
twenty seotioriB; It ia an extremely saga- 
cidus discussion of the past and future in 
his own boat atylo. It sh(;\v3 v. distinct 
recognition of the radical advance. It 
begina with a request for the renewal of 
hit! constituenia' personal trust in liini. 
Ho regards the future with clieerfiiliiosa. 
He says the arrears of legislation are due 
to tory obstruction. He claims credit for 
the AfgHiin settlement, and says he found 
Afghanistan broken to pieces, and left it 
friendly. By yioldiny the Transvaal, he 
averted a war of the British and European 
races in South Africa, Lij challenges a 
contrary verdict. Ue traces all the 
trouble in Egypt to the policy of foreign 
iritervention, of which he has never ainoe 
1876 failed to point out the danger. He 
advocates a withdrawal from Egypt at 
the earliest muinont that honor permits, 
saying: 

I will admit wo committed serious errors 
of judgment at a great cost of treasure 
and precious lives in the Soudan. For 
none of these were we rebuked by the Op- 
position. Our reaponaibility for our mis- 
takes cannot bo questioned. They were 
the proper and certain conaequenco df un- 
dertakings against nature and that lie be- 
yond the icope of human means. 

,Hj^ *^dv.ocatea dealing freely with tho 
tifiiitfkr of land, registration of titles, 
land .taxation during tho life of the holder 
and after his deatli. Uu opposes primo- 
geniture and entails. Liu notes that the 
current is slowly sotting iu the direction 
of disestablishment, bui believes the 
vitality,bf the church equal to her needs 
even iat this crisis. He ia averse to press- 
ing the gratuitioua primiiry education bill. 
On the Irish queation, liu says: 

I cannot believe that the political goiiiua 
of.,thi8, nation's illustrious ' history will 
proTB^inadequate to the solution of the 
problem, or- permit embittered civil strife. 
If-.BUoh a strife should ariaei the. one .may 
cast blame on the other, but the verdict of 
tha civilized world, I am convinced, will' 
alike condemn both. 

Then follows a touch of true (:!lad3toiie 
oratory. Evidently alluding to Mr. I'ur- 
neli,'he says: " 

I believe history and posterity will con- 
tign to disijraco the name and memory of 
every man on whichever aide of the chan- 
nel he dwells, who having p&wer to pro- 
mote peace and friendship, ^jUaea '"it 'fpr 
strife and enmity, ' ' , ■. ", 

. jH^^iBayiVo' progress ia, possible without 
;refurm of the legislative iaatrumehtalvtOn 
the question of the houao of lords; hesaya: 



CuEVKNNE, Wyo., Sept. 21.-77Work 
was begun in two of the company's mines. 
About 100 Chinamen and a few of the 
wliito men employed at the top, reauinod 
work. White men generally refuse the 
offer of tho company, and exhibit no dis- 
position to go to work. No attempt has 
been made to interfere with Chinese min- 
ers, the mines being guarded by troopa. 
Last night one of tho white miners, 
named Vowel, a member of the citizens' 
committee who preSented tho case of tho 
miners to Mr, Bromley and to the gov- 
ernment directors, was busy giving notice 
to all whito miners who were tuspected'of 
a disposition to resume work that they 
must leave tho ))laco within twonty-four 
hours, Notice was also given to deputy 
aheriifs who had been doing guard duty at 
tlie iiiines, that they must (juit. Mr. 
Hoyt, another member of the citizens' 
committee, who was most conspicuoua in 
tho management of their caao, left town 
for Idaho, with tho intention, it is report- 
ed, not to rulurn. 

TUE KNIOHTS OF LAUOK. 

Tho minera are still in hopes of being 
supported in their movement by the 
Ivinghts of Labor, but members of that 
organization in the employ of the com- 
pany are free in their denunciation of the 
whole business, and assert their confidence 
that the strike will be confined to the 
miners. 

Railroad oflicials here say that they will 
have no dillioulty in procuring tho services 
of white minora, so far as is necessary, for 
carrying on work at the mines.

Some time since judgment was obtain- 
ed against hinri in a justice court at Port- 
land,, but no officer there would attempt 
collection, so it was brought to this city 
and given to Constable Porry Cliapman, 
with a warning to take help with iiim and 
look out for himself . He took ifith him 
George Bradley and W. Ainsloy of this 
city, and went out thoro yesterday uftor- 
iiooii. 

j.They found Aldrich and his 20-year-old 
'■dn^loa'ditfg 'wheat ihtb sbml high, '^Chap- 
man stepped up to the wagon where Aid- 
rich was and said ho was an oflicor and 
had an execution. Aldrich caught up an 
axe lying in tho wagon and raised it to 
•trjko Chapman, when Chapman covered 
SJiiih'with his revolver, and at tho muzzle 
compelled him to leave the wagon. Still 
covering him he told the men to seize him, 
but before they could do. so tho young 
mon had got a riReiand opened fire on 
Chapman, and the ^wofmai^ vras '^doming 
with f\\\ axe. 

Young Aldrich fired at Chapman, but 
missed him, and the latier shot at young 
Aldrjchjvwho', jBouring possession of a re- 
peating Si^nceFcarbino opened tiro from 
tho house. Bradley fell at the third shot, 
but was holpodaway by Aainsloy. Chap- 
man was uninjured, but liijdiug himsolf 
alone hojrotreated. Ainsley was but 
slightly injured, but Bradley is in a pre- 
carious condition. His right arm was am- 
putated lato in tho afternoon, and he is 
doing as well as could be expected. 

A warrant was issued for tho Aldriches, 
two mon and tho woman, and the sheriff 
and four officers went to serve it. After 
holding tho officers for hours ■with rifles 
the^ finally yielded, and at midnight were 
Iddged'fn jail. They still kept their rifles 
and more trouble was oxpactod. 

The house where tho Aldriches live is 
boarded up and tho walla are pierced for 
riffie shooting, on the plan of a frontier 
fortj and ia nearly as strong. Tho family 
are armed vith repu£>ling rifles, and have 
for years kept off officers, under the plan 
of yesterday.

THE ROUIflEOAN TROUBLE. 

Tlie'BearCreepingr Southward. 

London, Sept. 21. — The Standard com- 
menting ou the rising in Kouiueliu says; 
"We cannot believe that tho powers in- 
terested were ignorant of what was coming. 
England has only the faintest interest 
and Austria and Gerraariy5,are abound to 
cooperate in keeping the Berlin treaty in- 
tact, and it remains to be seen how it will 
effect Ku'-^la. Iftiio treaty powers are 
acting in concert, the Sultan is powerless. 

AIlVlCIC.S TO TlIK roWKltS. 

PuiLU'OLls, Sept. 21. — Tho agonta of 
thu great powers signotory to tho treaty 
of Berlin have sent dispatches to tluiir 
respective governments opproving of tho 
movement of Friday last. It is rumored 
at the various consulates in this city that 
tho Ambassadors at Constantinople have 
succuodod in dissuading tho Porto from 
sending Turkish troops to Eastern Kou- 
molia to regain possession of the country, 

THE RUSSIAN "PilESS JOBILANT. 

St. Peteusuuuo, Sept. 21. — Tho Rus- 
sian press are jubilant over recent events 
in Eastern Rouinolia, but seem surprised 
at the suddenness of tho rising and express 
a belief that tho affair was arranged at 
tho meetings of the Emperors at Krenisier 
and Skeernevice. 

Lo.viJON-, Sept. 21. — There was a heavy 
fall today in international securities caus- 
ed by the ovenia of the past few days in 
Eastern Rouniolia. Tho average fall in 
Turkish shares was from 2 to 5 per cent., 
in French 3 per cent., rentes 1 per cent., 
and in Russians 1 per cent. 

RiilLll'l'oi'OLW, Sept. 21, — Prince Alex- 
ander, of Bulgaria, is here to-day. Thu 
princo was received with enthusiasm and 
ovations at every station along the route 
from Sofia. 

. Paris, Sept 21. — French diplomats 
have it that the outbreak in lloumolia 
will unite England and Franco, and in 
view of the rising being an apparent 
schonio for tiie partition of Turkuy,Frtiicli 
newspapers urge tliat li'rance should act 
cautiously in dealing with tho matter and 
await a declaration of Lord Salisbury's 
policy. 

Essad Paoha, Turkish Amhasaador, had 
a long interview to-day with M. DeFrey- 
cinct regarding the insurrection in East- 
ern Rouinelia. 

AUSTRIAN OPINION. 

Vienna, Sept. 21. — An inspired article 
in tlio Frainden Blutt ctates that the 
unionist tondoiicioa of tho Bulgaiiuna and 
Uoumelians have repeatedly excited tlio 
serious attention of political circles. Tho 
powers, the paper says, continue to cher- 
ish a desire to respect and maintain tho 
treaty at Berlin. Tho action of Princo 
Alexander of Bulgaria in placing hiinaolf 
and his army at tlie'hoad of the rising 
constitutes a grave violation of interna- 
tional law. It is a challenge to Turkey. 
Europe cannot, for the benefit of a single 
Balkan state, endorse this infraction of 
treaty rights, entailing disruption of tho 
balance of powor and of tho national po- 
litical forces of the Balkan peninsula as 
fi.xod by the Berlin treaty. It is prema- 
ture to say definitely what common notion 
will be taken by the powers, but it is cer- 
tain the movement will be kept in the 
narrowest possible bounds by the powers 
retaining supreme control of events in the 
Balkans. 

FRENCU OPINION. 

Paris, Sept. 21.— Semi-ofEoial advices 
tend to confirm the report that Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria acted entirely in- 
dependent of Russia in annexing Rouino- 
lia, and was impelled only by Bulgarian 
public opinion. It is considered improb- 
able that Turkey will accept ^pecuniary 
compensation for the loss of lloumulia, 
because the Balkan frontier is necessary 
to defend Constantinople. It boliovoa 
the porte has resolved to fight in order to 
restore the utatn <ia(>, but the fact that the 
powers are desirous of peace diininiahea 
tho gravity of tho Bitu.ition, 

Sofia, Sept. 21.— Gabriel Pasha, the 
deposed governor of Roumcliu, ia a pris- 
oner there. The national assembly has 
been aumraoned to meet on Wedneiiday. 



»HINDV AT TACOMA. 

riie Mate of the OeO. E. Starr 
Exchanges Shots with a 
Victoria Tough. 

Tho Tacoraa News relates that on Sat- 
urday morning a rough looking customer 
boarded the steamer Geo. E. Starr at 
tho Seattle dock and asked for a passage 
to Tacoina. The purser demanded his 
fare, which the fellow refused to pay. He 
finally tendered the necessary funds ou 
pain of being put upon tho ashore, and 
soon after tlio boat started ho settled 
away in a sound sleep. Upon the arrival 
nt Tnr.iima. at Ci.'.iO, the fellow |)icked 
himself up, and also tlio coat of one of tiio 
deck hands. The owner of the coat being 
apprised of the loss of bis garment follow- 
ed the thief on shore and recovered the 
article after some words.
